ton-Bcoohcr trial this morning, Mr. 
Traey resumed the stand, and testified 
that he hod an interview with Franklin 
Woodruff, in which ho said many peo- 
ple thought Moulton should issue a card 
about his relations with tho Woodhull 
people; it would not hurt him, and he 
wished me to have a conversation with 
Moulton i Woodruff referred to some 
papers in Moulton's possession relating 
to thu difficulty, and it was in respect to 
this 
Woodruff suggested 
geeresy; 


Woodruff brought Moulton to witness' 
office; tho object of tho introduction 
was alluded to, aod the question sub- 
mitted to tho witness was it' it were wise 
to answer tho publication by public card; 
witness said be could say nothing until 
he BUW ;the papers; tho appointment 
was made for tho following Sunday at 
Moultou's house; had ne instructions, 
consultation or authority from Bcceher 
before going there ; I went thorp after 
dinner on Sunday, and remained about 
eight hours; I have a faint impression 
that Tilton was there; Moultou,Wood 
ruff nnd I went to the study,and Moul- 
ton took out some papers; he first 
showed me tho letter, of contrition ; he 
said, in answer to my question, that tho 
handwriting was his, and he showed me 
the indorsement signed by Beeoher; he 
said it was notes of a conversation he 
had with Beechor ; Moulton then show- 
ed inc the letter of retraction ; I said 
that Hhis would seem to imply that 
Beecher had been attempting the Virtue 
of Mrs. Tilton, and asked the history of 
the paper ; be said generally that after 
Tilton had aceused Beecher he went to 
Mrs. Tilton nod obtained this 
paper 


from her; Witness said Tilton read a 
part of the "Trae Story;" his state- 
ment began with au illusion to the 
Woodhull publication, and spoke of his 
relations with Bowen and Mrs. Tilton's 
charge; it contained the letter of contri- 
tion and Tilton's letter through Bowen 
to Beecher; it also contained praises of 
Mrs. Tilton for resisting the amorous 
pleas of her pastor; he spoke of Beeeh> 
er getting a retraction, and said Beech- 
er bad admitted guilt in the letters of 
apology ; I said the language in that 
letter was too general; he then de- 
nounced Beecher and accused him ol 
adultery with other women ; not with 
his wife ; said he could prove this; 1 
asked Moulton if Tilton charged Mr. 
Beecher with adultery; he said no; 
he said, ask Tilton what the charge was; 
he then brought Tilton to the room; 
Tilton said that he'd been asked to state 
his case to me, and aeked if he and 
Beechor came into collision, it would 
be etiquette of the profession to allow 
me to be counsel for the other party ; 
I said that if he made his statement to 
me, I would not feel at liberty to act 
for the other party; he then read from 
his manuscript, talking the whole time 
lor about an hour ; when he •finished 
reading his paper, I said, your state- 
ment settles one thing, you do not 
charge Beeehcr with adultery ; he said 
no, my wife is a pure^woman ; he said 
ho had never told Mrs. Woodhull one 
one word contained in her publication ; 
we discussed his paper for a long time 
as answer to Woodhull's publication; 
I asked him, at one point, what his 
feelings toward Beeehcr were; he said 
friendly, or not unfriendly ; he wanted 
to bury the matter ; he said Woodrufl 
wanted him to give the matter a simple 
denial, and this would make them liable 
for libel, and the matter would come in- 
to the courts; I refuted tho idea of an 
action for libel; he thought the charges 
too circumstantial to be met by a sim- 
ple denial, which would not satisfy the 
people; he said he could not deuy it 
truthfully, nor could he'lie ; the publis 
cation contained some things that were 
true; the discussion lasted a long time; 
at the close Moulton asked me what I 
would propose; I said if they desired 
to bury it, they must declare the publi- 
cation false and bain the documents; 
Tilton said he Wouldn't permit them to 
be burned because. Beecher would then 
turn and ruin him ; he said that i1' 
Beecher didn't, the members of Ply 
mouth Church would, because they 
thought he had slandered Beecher; In: 
said that if the documents were out of 
the way Beecher would not rest <iiu ilic 
church from attacking him ; and he 
snid lu> would have to stand it, as it 
was true ; I suggested that the parties 
connected with the scandal shoald pul- 
lieli it card denying the specifications re- 
latiug to them ; he could not deny jt in 


that way, or brand that story as a lie ; 
that fie would publish the story in its 
right way; in that interview I receiyed 
information that Mrs. Davis oonld »nd 
would deny portions of th»t scfcndal ret 
lating to her, and Tilton said >ihajc.^th.ft' 
relations of Mrs. DaTis, as spoken'tff in- 
that paper, were wholly untrne; I sug- 
gested that he and Beecher should go to 
some prominent citizens and make their 
statements to them; • that the documents 
could be burned, and if ' the ' matter 
came up again these parties could satis- 
fy the public with the'true position of 
matters-; we could not agree and sepa- 
rated; afterwaids had a conversation 
with Moulton, and suggested Tilton's 
going to Europe ; Tilton denied having 
told Woodhull these stories; said they 
must have been told by Mrs. Morse;

Two SUbleg Burned. 


LasU night about 11 o'clock, the flr«

In spite of 
their efforts a small shed and some fenc- 
ing burned. The fire was at last got 
under control, and in about half an hour 
it] was all extinguished. Frank's barn 
was entirely destroyed, together with 
the horse and harness—a total loss of 
about $550. 


The stable was the property of Mr. J. 


Frank, the boot and shoe maker, who 
sustains a loss of about $400, on which 
there is not a dollar of insurance. 


Nothing remains of Mr. Hatch's sta- 


ble, excepting a mass of charred and 
blackened timber, which is worthless. - 
The loss to Mr. H. is much less than that 
of his neighbor.

the hay, and tho lodger "lit out" to save 
himself.

THE RUSB TO KANSAS ASD
